The pigments of the Lepidoptera, with reference to their bearing on 
classification. 
Although a few of the pigments occurring in the Lepidoptera have been 
analysed, no attempt seems to have been made until recently to relate their 
chemistry to classification and phylogeny. The possibility of doing so was, 
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however, suggested by Ford in two recent papers. Studies on the distribution 
of the flavones, and of two distinct red pigments, have made several minor 
adjustments in classification desirable. Of much more importance is the fact 
that they have provided rather striking independent support for current 
systematic procedure, and have thrown new light on the relationships of several 
groups within the Order.
